Treasury just as absolutely as uny proper- 
ty which the Government owns. 
How 


there can be any possibility of the Govern- 
ment failing to meet Us obligations with 
this immense sum of-absolutely free cash 
on hand is difficult to conceive. 
I hold 


that tbe Government of the United .States 
has in its vaults to-day, in good hard 
money, over »25Sf,660,000, available for 
any of the legitimate expenses of the Gov- 
ernment, and that it is ridiculous to talk 
about there being the slightest probability 
of any obligation of the Government he- 
Ing dishonored. That the Secretary should 
consider It wise to convert all his assets 
into the most available money, and to this 
end convert the large amount of subsidiary 
stiver com Into lawful money, and that hp 
should draw In from National bank depos- 
itaries money which may be needed by the 
Government, seems unlt.ectly proper. 
The receipts of tlie Government will be 
larger, by many million dollar?, (or the 
present ri*-al year tba"n was anticipated. 
If the available funds In the Treasury are 
less now than in former periods ot our 
National history, k must not be forgotten

Protection and Foreiim Trad*. 


FVew York TrllinuM 


It was -aid a few days ago that relnrna 


of foreign commerce for March, anil for 
sli months under the operation of the Me- 
Klnley tarlfl, won Id go'far to refute pre- 
tences of free traders. Tlie official returns 
for March are now printed, and they show- 
that exports of merchandise during the 
six months ending with March have been 
1518,501,770, against 4H9«,758,508 for the 
same month* of tbe previous year, an in- 
crease of »2S,833,382.

l»«t year were much the largest ever 
known during tbe same period, eioept In 
tbe single year 1880.81, when tie foreign 
demand for ureadUnlfe wax large beyond 
precedent.
